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MOREHEAD SCHOLARSHIPS FOR MBA STUDENTS 

The John Motley Morehead Foundation of the University of North Carolina has 
designated Montgomery Bell Academy as one of a very few out-of-state schools whose 
seniors will be eligible for a John Motley Morehead Scholarship. This prestigious 
award, based solely on merit and not need, is "designed to attract superior students 
to the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill in hopes that their presence will 
contribute to the excellence of the institution.” The award selection is based on 
academic standing, character, leadership, ambition, and evidence of physical vigor. 

The Morehead Scholar receives an annual stipend sufficient to provide tuition, 
room, board, and a small amount of spending money. In addition, the Foundation pro- 
vides for Morehead Scholars a fully funded summer program, which supplements their 
classroom experience through summer internships allowing work and study in various 
areas of society. 

While all North Carolina students are eligible for consideration, only students 
in a very few private and independent schools are eligible. This is a singular honor 
for Montgomery Bell Academy to be selected for consideration and reflects upon the 
excellent work of MBA alumni and present students at UNC. 

NATIONAL MERIT SEMIFINALISTS 

Montgomery Bell Academy has the largest number of Semifinalists in the National 
Merit Scholarship program in the State of Tennessee in percent of seniors selected. 

This year's selection scores for Semifinalists was raised from 189 to 192 points, which 
made it more difficult to qualify as a Semifinalist.
